In view of the fact that the average working span of life is 
something less than eighteen years—(seventeen years and four 
months for the benefit of those who insist on minute accuracy )— 
there is not much practical mercy, as distinguished from the props 
erly abhorred Russian method, in leaving people unemployed 
Since 1930 in order to pursue the sanctimonious course of Lal- 
ancing a mythical budget 


The expression mythical Budget is used advisedly; because the 
real Budget is balanced by the standard of living and the earn- 
ing power of all the people of the nation being brought back te a 
reasonable and normal standard. 


The only way to balance this real Budget is to recognize the 
fact that the first and paramount duty of a government is to keep 
its people fed, clothed and working in a constructive and pro- 
gressive state of national development. 


Money obligations and extensions of time in connection there- 
with can be adjusted on a basis of interest and reconversion pay- 
ments; but six years wiped out of two million human lives by 
unemployment is gone forever, without and beyond any possibility 
of recovery or compensation. The stark, staring horror of these 
facts seems to make no impression on those blinded by the 
sanctity of money so as to be absolutely unable to see or realize 
the sanctity of life 


Money which is raised and spent in connection with attempts 
to balance a mythical Budget is, fittingly enough, only phantom 
money which vanished non-constructively and leaves no tiace 
behind, You will realize the truth of this, by thinking of the 
millions collected and poured out in Canada since 1930; all gone 
leaving no working, constructive factor behind 


Canada can operate efficiently on a population of twenty mil- 
lion; and profitably on a population of thirty million. The nation- 
al resources are proven, and ready for development. Surely the 
one sensible thing to do is to make money available for deveiop- 
ment and construction, instead of riding along with the phantom 
tight money which vanishes and leaves no trace behind

In the early days of his cayeer, especially while bucking 
“Steamboat” began 


the rip snorting Western League, 
carrying a big folding bowie knife in his pocket. On more 


than one occasion this saved his hide. His technique in using 
it was both diplomatic and efficient. When the fans came 
pouring out onto the field with blood in their eyes, Johnson 
calmly pulled out his knife, flicked the blade open and began 
to nonchalantly trim his finger nails. 

The effect was generally instantaneous on_ his 
attackers. After one glance at the gleaming five-inch 
blade, they would promptly decide that the matter did 
not call for such violent measures as they had at first 
thought. In fact they invariably contented themselves 
with delivering a good old fashioned cussing out. 

At Troy, New York, “Steamboat” got a four-inch scar 
over his right eye which he carries to this day. A fight 
started with Johnson lined up against the entire Troy team. 
Catcher McGrath swung his mask at “Steamboat” and con- 
nected, Although blood was pouring from the gash and he 
could not see out of the eye at all, Johnson tied a handker- 
chief over it and finished the game.
